Only Start in

Washington, March 17 — I/I') --A 


nationwide federal lax crackdown 
on racketeers was reported shaping 
up rapidly today. Informed sources 
said the filing of criminal charges 
against Ralph Capone was only the 
beginning. 


These sources, asking not to be 


named, said a virtual barrage of 
tax claims — with criminal charges 
attached in many cases — are in 
the making as a result of three 
years of intensive investigations. 


Names were withheld, partly be 


cause a tlpoff to the quarry could 
cripple the drive, but it was made 
plajn 'that some of the country's 
most notorious underworldings arc 
tagged for tax actions, and soon.

It would be difficult to conceive 


of mure swiftly moving crowded 
events and. incidents, mnrked by 
Intense contrasts of joy nnd glory 
against depths of sorrow nnd trag- 
edy, then ure recorded in the Gos- 
pel stories of tre last few days of 
the earthly life of Jesus. 


The climnx of joy and Blory was 


in the triumphal entry Into Jerusa- 
lem, so vividly portrayed in the ac- 
climntion of the people, casting 
Ilowcrs un their garments in' the 
way, hailing the Master, who came 
riding upon H colt, with their, loud 
Hosnnnns, und blessings. 


Then came so quickly the anti- 


climax, mid the depth of gloom, as 
the chief priests nnd scribes, arous- 
ed to Jealousy nnd hatred (Mat- 
thew 21:15>, began the course of 
events that led so soon to the Cross. 
The people, too, when Pilate would 
have sought to save Jesus by re- 
leasing Him, cried "Not this man 
but Barrabas." They preferred u 
robber to the King of Kings, 


i Groups of people, nnd mobs,

not always the same; and I have 
often wondered how many, if any, 
who cried. "Crucify Him. Crucify 
Him," were among those, who not 
too many hours before hud hailed 
Jesus with their }olid'"Hosannas."

It is so. even in our modern de-

No president of the United States 


was more vilified and slandered 
during the years of his presidency 
than was Abraham Lincoln. Yet 
how quickly all that was changed; 
not only here but throughout the 


future generations were to accord 
Him the Savior and Friend? How 
differently people would act. if they 
could seo with better vision, and 
with true perspective! 


But the Master was unmoved by 


praise or hate, "He knew what was 
in man."
